Xeill, commissioner of labor, and 
James B. Reynolds of New York, who 
made the investigation which revealed 
startling conditions in the big meat 
packing plants, are hurriedly putting 
the report of their investigation into 
definite form for the president. 


The senate sent the rate bill to 


conference, heard a defense by Sen- 
ator Kittredge of a sea level canal and 
three Democratic speeches on the reso- 
lution relating to purchase of canal 
supplies in foreign markets and de- 
voted the remainder of the time to the 
postoffice appropriation bill. No ob- 
jection was made to the appointment 
of the ranking members of the inter- 
state commerce1 committee as con- 
ferees on the rate bill and they were 
not instructed in any manner. They 
are Senators Elkins, Cullom and Till- 
man. 


Chairman Elkins called a meeting of 


the rate conferees and they assembled 


Senator Elkins' room. The meet- 


ing was preliminary, though there was 
some discussion of the bill. The house! 
conferees were asked to present any 
objections they had to the "wisdom of 
the senate" in amending the house 
bill. "We commend you," said one ol 
the senators, " as a piece of our monu- 
mental folly, the anti-pass amendment, 
but you may do as you will with it." 


The compulsory educational bill for 


the district occupied the attention of 
the house, the bill being finally passed. 


State and Freight Regulation. 


Wshington, May 29.—The supremo 


court of the United States has de- 
cided the case of the North Carolina 
railroad commission vs. the Southern 
Railway company, in favor of the rail- 
way company. The case involved the 
right of a state to compel a railroad 
company to place its cars on tracks 
designated by the state authorities for 
the benefit of individual shippers. The 
railroad company attacked the law as 
unconstitutional on the ground that it 
involves an interference with the inter- 
state commerce, and the circuit court 
sustained this position. That dec.sioa 
was affirmed by the supreme court. 
In his opinion Justice White said that 
state railroad 
commissioners have 


authority to reasonably regulate the 
delivery of freight within the state, 
but not tiO the extent of imposing a 
burden on 
commerce 
between the 


states, as was the case in this instance. 


Franchise Tax Upheld. 


Washington, May 29.—The case of 


t{\e New York Central Railroad com-

covered taxes for the years 1900 to

in propoition to the equipment em- 
ployed in the state of New Yoik. 


Philippine Tariff Decision. 


Washington. May 29.—The supreme 


court reiterated its decision of last 
term in the Philippines cases of War- 
ner, Barnes & Co. and Frederick W. 
Lincoln involving the validity of tariff 
collections in the Philippine islands 
under the executive order of 1898. The 
cases involve about $4,000,000. 
The 


government collected revenues under 
executive ojder on imports into the 
Philippines between the ratification of 
i the peace treaty and the passage of 
jthe act for civil government, which 
I some months ago was declared void.

Coal Operators and Mine Workers 


Reach an Agreement 


Chicago, May 29.—Coal 
operators 


in Illinois have decided to yield to the 
demands of the miners for the scale 
of 1903. The question of a settlement 
is declared to be a matter of detail 
and by th« beginning of next week 
mining will be resumed 
in 
Illinois 


with union men. 
In return for the 


restoration of the 1903 scale of wages 
the Illinois miners have agreed to pay 
the wages of shot flrers and to ask for 
the repeal of the law by the next legis- 
lature. They have agreed also to in- 
demnify, .the operators for the loss sus- 
tained through the action of pit com- 
mittees in calling unauthorized strikes. 


Thie latter grievance was one of the 


moat serious objections the operators 
had against the union 
Under the new 


agreement the union will be respons- 
ible for the conduct of the miners and 
guarantees that no such strikes will be 
permitted in the future. 


At a conference here between rep- 


resentatives of the Ohio and Illinois 
operators the latter asked to be re- 
leased from their agreement not to 
settle with the miners until a settle- 
ment should be reached also in Ohio 
and Indiana. The request was granted, 
leaving the Illinois operators free to 
settle with the imion miners.

matter, after which your paper, reporting from that meeting, gives 
publicafon only to what I say affecting myself and fails to set forth

positively that they will not 


So far as I am personally concerned coming as I have from tho

that would lake the initiative 'n employing non-union

S. Canfield for $r>9.000 for legal serv- 
ices glowing out of the raid upon the 
lattcr's Rambling house in East Foiij- 
fourth sheet in 1902, Delahanty tcs 
titled rcRardinK the settlement ol three 
notes for $100.000 each in the nosses- 
bion of Canfield. 
The name of the 


maker of these notes was not divulged, 
he being only desciibed as "a man 
under 21 years of age." Delahanty 
said that 
after 
prolonged negotia- 


tions a compromise was reached and 
the notes were sunendered on the 
payment of 1130.000. Delahanty also 
testified that Cantield had told him 
that his annual income was 5500,000. 
He said that Cantield kept in a safe 
in his establishment securities to the 
value of $1.000,000. as well as certain 
letters which Canfleld's manager told 
him "meant social ruin to certain peoj 
pie." A cablegram was read at the 
trial written by Canfleld in which he 
said: "The senator must pay the bill." 
Asked if the senator was a United 
States senator Mr. Delahanty replied 
in the affirmative, but he was quickly 
shut off, owing to objections of oppos- 
ing counsel. 


Disastrous Flood. 


Reno, Nov., May 29.—The most (Us- 


astioiis flood that has occurred in Ne- 
vada In many >ears occurred in Gon- 
conda, a small town about 200 miles 
from here. It was caused by the break- 
ing of the large dam In Pole Creek 
canyon, three miles above the sheep 
shcailng corrall of the Golconda'Cattle 
company. Fiv« men were drowned and 
several are badly injured. When the 
dam broke au 
immense volume of 


water poured down the canyon, carry- 
ing everything before it. When 
it 


struck the sheep shearing corrall there 
were a number of men at work and oil 
of these were carried away with the 
flood. Not a building or fence of the 
Goncondu Cattle company 
was left 


standing. The track of the Southern 
Pacific railway was undermined a mile 
west of the town and all trains are 
from eight to 12 hours late.

There is now a divided movement 


looking toward the introduction of agri- 
culture and related subjects into the 
public schools. More than thirty of the 
states and territories have taken some 
kind of official action m this regard. 
Just how these subjects are to be in- 
troduce! is not yet determined, and it 
may be several je.irs before any effl- 
cieut body of agricultural thought is 
introd'ici-d into the greater part of the 
public svhuoN. There I* no question, 
ho\\e\er. that tins 
introduction is 


sure to UMise. The whole tendency of 
our civilization i.s to put the educated 
man Into the work of the world and to 
give evers person a training for effi- 
ciency in the life in which he is to 
en gag". 


All this does not moan that we 


are to neglect the fundamental prin- 
ciples of -ducat ion. 
leather we are 


to work out the fundamental princi- 
ples of education in a mw w.iy. 
We are to work them out in terms 
of other subjects 
from those that 


we customarily have us<vl. 1 doubt 
•whether distinct separate courses in 
agriculture will be found to be prac- 
ticable iu most of the elementary 
schools. 
In the primary grades the 


nature study idea will be the leavening 
Influence, putting the child directly in- 
to touch with the things with which 


lives. The nature study movement 


endeavors to use common affairs and 
objects and phenomena as means of 
training the mind. 


In the intermediate grades the proba- 


bility is that agriculture will be taught 
by giving agricultural applications to 
the general fundamental subjects that 
already are In the course of study. We 
have Introduced too many subjects into 
the schools. We need to simplify rath- 
er than to complicate the school course, 
but we can introduce local applications 
Iu the studies that are now a part of 
the school work. For example, after 
the fundamental work in number is ac- 
quired the problems can be very large- 
ly local. There are sufficient agricul- 
tural arithmetical problems to afford 
all the drill and practice that are now 
afforded by the copartnership and mid- 
dleman problems that are in use in the 
schools. The geography teaching now 
attempts to begin with the local en- 
vironment. A good part of this local 
environment is the farms, and a good 
deal of the farming can be taught in 
the geography class. Manual training 
can be given an agricultural trend 
when necessary. The same can be said 
of drawing and other subjects. 


When the high school is reached, sep- 


arate optional courses Iu agriculture 
may well be given as soon as teachers 
ami facilities are provided. This work 
should be of a scientific character, of 
equal training value with physics or 
cheifilstry or botany, and it Miould lead 
directly to entrance credits in the ag- 
ricultural colleges and universities. 


1 bellc\e in every effort that tends to 


arouse the public to the necessity of 
Introducing these subjects Into the 
schools, and I shall use all my efforts 
to extend the sentiment. However, I 
hope that the farming population will 
not be too impatient iu demanding con- 
crete results or in forcing formal agri- 
cultural subjects into the schools. We 
must make haste slowly and in doing 
so make it fundamentally and perma- 
nently. 
We must 
not foiget that 


schools are schools and that their gen- 
eral tone must be elevated and their 
general ellleiency increased before we 
can hope for any successful results In 
the teaching of common life subjects. 
Merely to Introduce agriculture into the 
rural schools as they exist at the pres- 
ent day will be of no particular conse- 
quence. The whole tone of the school 
must be raised. This elevation must 
come from the elevation of the senti- 
ment In the community. More money 
must be had for the schools in order 
that better facilities and better teach- 
ers may be employed and the whole at- 
mosphere of the school be made attrac- 
tive.

St. Petersburg, May 29.—It is said 


her* that at Moscow Former Finance 
Minister Shipoff has received an ur- 
gent summons to Peterhof to confer 
•with Emperor Nicholas, presumably 
with regard to the formation of a new 
cabinet, although he has frequently ex- 
pressed his unwillingness to take over 
the premiership. 
The present situa- 


tion is S3 plainly impossible that a 
shift is not at all impiobable. It is 
also rumored that Prince Urusoff has 
been summoned to an audience of the 
emperor. 


The present ministiy, in the mean 


while, is going ahead with its agraiiun 
program, vhich it hopes to submit to 
the lower house within a fortnight and 
contrary to expectation to piovide for 
the distribution of millions of acies 
of crown lands in European Russia. 
AH this seems to be labor lost, as in 
the present 
temper 
of parliament, 


which has taken the bit in its teeth, 
no proposition from the government, 
however liberal, as was shown by its 
reception of the speech of the minister 
of justice, is apt to receive the slightest 
Consideration. 


The government's policy is founded 


on the expectation that enough lam! 
can be obtained by the 
division of 


the crown lands, the clearing of a por- 
tion of the imperial forests and the 
voluntary sale of private estates to 
meet the land hunger of the peasants 
without the necessity of forced ex- 
propriation. Outlining these plans the 
minister of agriculture said that the 
government already had at its disposal 
25,000.000 acres, composed of 10,000,- 
000 acres of crown public lands situ- 
ated largely in the Volga legion, G.230,- 
000 acres of clearable forests and 8,- 
750,000 acres of private estates, the 
owners of which ha\e announced their 
readiness 
to 
scil. Without doubt 


thousands of other land owners will be 
only too anxious to dispose of their 
holdings at reasonable pi ices. There 
lands will be sold to peasants on time 
through the peasants' bank, the pay- 
ments not commencing for some time. 
The piogram, in addition to coloniza- 
tion of Siberia and Central Asia, con- 
template^ the improvement of the agri- 
cultural 
methods 
of the peasantry, 


which are primitive and unproductive 
IB the extreme, and for bringing the 
peasants, whose gregariousness leads 
to their gathering in villages and even 
in towns of a population as high as 
30,000, nearer to their lands.

Washington. MJ> 29.— Senator Cul- 


berson was authoi ized by the com- 
mittee on the judicial \ to report favor- 
ably his bill making it a felony for an 
officer or employe of the goveinment 
to impart any information gained by 
reason of his publ'c position \\hich 
might affect the market value of any 
product of the soil, when such infor- 
mation is required by law or under 
the rules and practices of any depart- 
ment of th^ government to be with 
held from publication until a fixed Jitne. 
Such an offense is made punishable by 
imprisonment for not more than 10 
years and fine not exceeding $10.000. 
The bill provides the same penalties 
when any officer or employe of the 
United States uses information 
in like manner for purposes of specu 
lation.
